OFF-ROAD UTILITY AND ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLE
OPERATION IN WINNEBAGO COUNTRY

WHEREAS operation would be regulated under lowa Codes 3211, 321.20B, and
321.234A allowing counties to designate County roads on which all-terrain vehicles may be
operated,

WHEREAS, the County Board of Supervisors has evaluated the traffic conditions on all
County highways and designated roadways and has determined that all-terrain vehicles can be
operated without unduly interfering with or constituting an undue hazard to conventional motor
vehicle traffic

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Winnebago County Board of
Supervisors, that a registered all-terrain vehicle or off-road utility vehicle may be operated on
Winnebago County, lowa, roadways with the exception of level C roads, from the date the
resolution is adopted and should be reviewed by the Supervisors in six months.
